Meeting of the Grand Jury at IJncoln- 


Carrington's Memory Faulty. 


From ManOaqft Daily. 


The Logan county grand jury met at 


Lincoln to-day. The most important 
case that will come before this inquisi- 
orial body, will be the charges against 
0. A. Carpenter, who is at liberty under 
bouds of 810,000, for the murder of Zura 
Burns on Oct. 14. Several Decotur wit- 
nesses will testify before the jury. Mrs. 
Rebecca J. Carpenter will leave for Lin- 
caln to-morrow morning, at which time 
the boy Olymer, who acted as clerk at the 
Lincoln House that Saturday night (Get 
13) when Zurn was last seen alive about 
the hotel, will also leave for the same 
•place. 


Friday night Mrs. Fanny Dukes, sister 


of the murdered girl, was in Deoatur, and 
wa9 the guest of Mrs. Carpenter. Shein- 
leaded going to Lincoln Salurchiy morn- 
ing, but didn't get away until that even- 
ing, when she joined her father, W. H. H. 
Burns, at the Union depot. Mrs. Dukes 
who has been at Kewanea, Ind,, was quite 
weak when here and seemed like one who 
had been suffering much mentally and 
physically. 


H, B. Forrest, prosecuting attorney for 


Logan county, has p«id Deoatur several 
visits since November and has talked with 
all the parties who claim to be possessed 
of facts detrimental to Carpenter's inter- 
ests. Mrs. Carpenter has been eeeu by 
Forrest and he has also interviewed Car- 
rington, the man who claims to have been 
in the depot at Lincoln that Saturday 
night when a woman resembling Zura 
stood in the doorway, at which time a 
man came up to the depot window, looked 
in, then came tip to the door and walked 
off with the waiting girl. Not long ago 
a Deoatur friend of Carpenter took Mr. 
Carriugton ovnr to Lincoln for the sole 
purpose of looking at Mr. Carpenter's 
face to see if it was the same he saw that 
night pressed against the depot window. 
Carriugton had never seen Carpenter be- 
fore and didn't know the man who peered 
in at the window. Mr. Carriogton does 
not think the face he saw that night was 
that of Carpenter, so it will be seen this 
important link against the accused is 
practically broken.

Mr. Carpenter, 
as is well known, is at liberty under

If he ia indicted 
for murder, and there is little room for 
doubt But that will be the result of the 
one-sided investigation, then he will be 
committed to the county jail without bail, 
where he will remain until a trial is hud. 
Murder is not bailable. It is represented

MORE IMPROVEMENTS. 


Eaworth & Sons to Put up Another 


Block—Proposed Street 


Puving. 


Messrs. Haworth & Sons and Mr. J. W. 


Hawortb, who own a majority of the 
frontage on the north side of the park, 
have petitioned the council to lay an 8- 
inch tile at a depth of 4 feet in the middle 
of the street, from Water to Franklin, and 
then pave with red cedar blocks, making 
the street one of the best in the city. Mr, 
J. W, Hawortb, who has given a great 
deal of thought to the Btibjeot, is satisfies 
that while the gutters will serve to carry 
off the greater part of the surface water, 
a good-sized tile is needed in the centre 
of the street to draw the water from both 
directions and thus make the foundation 
of the pavement lees liable to give way or 
"sag," especially in wet weather. It is to 
be hoped that the council will order the 
improvement, it only for the sake of the 
experiment, what is well worth trying. 


Messrs. Haworth & Sons have decided 


to erect the coming season two four story 
buildings on the ground owned by them 
at the northeast corner ot tbe park, front- 
ing 43% feet on the park and 90 feet in 
depth, with an elevator nt the rear for 
both buildings. It is their intention to 
put up and inclose the buildings the com 
ing season, but they will not be complet- 
ed until 1885. This will be a most nota- 
ble improvement, and will add another to 
the many evidences already here attesting 
the enterprise and public spirit of the 
firm of Haworth & Sons.

Chroniale and Universal 
Advertiser, 


published at Boston January 1, 1784. It 
is u quuiut and curious sheet, about the 
size of Manager Fames' Footligh', and as 
a specimen of typography is worse than 
the most horrible sample of work ever 
got out by an amateur in these latter 
daya. The latest news it contains is the 
report of the British King's speech to his 
parliament, delivered ou the llth day of 
the previous November. The paper con- 
tains the advertisement of Paul Kevere, 
who made the famous ride from Boston 
to Concord, just before the "embattled 
farmers fired the shot heard round the 
world." On the first page appears a card 
from the former editor of the Independ- 
ent Chronicle etc., Mr. N. Willis, in which 
he informs the public that he has " re- 
signed " the publication of the paper to 
Messrs. Adams &-Nourse. Mr, Willis was 
the father of Nathaniel P. Willis, the 
poet, and pne of his daughters afterwards 
became by marriage the auut of Dr. 
Bnmstead.

of the Savannah Republican, of date 
January]-!, 1865—just three weeks after 
the occupation of that city by Gen. Sher- 
man.

He gave me an insight into 
ae relation of Illinois local finances 
o Eastern money centers that may 
nterest our readers. 
Under an Illi- 


,ois statute, county, municipal and 
ownship bonds, registered at Spring- 
ield, receive the benefit of the state 
machinery in the payment of inter- 
st and principal to holders at some 
.esignated bank in New York City, 
,t present the American Exchange 
National Bank, on Broadway. Here 
lastern capitalists find it convenient 
o draw interest, obtain information 
and co-operate, to make and sustain 
he market in these securities, which 
itherwise would go begging for a 
[odfather in the metropolis. Imag- 
ne a "Goose Creek Township Bond" 
being offered on the street by a 
.traoger to a New York capitalist! 
it would not sell at 1 cent on the 
dollar. Still there is a Goose Creek 
5 per cent, bond, of Illinois, regis- 
,ered in the Treasurer's office, and 
landing at par through the agency 
of its connections in the East. There 
s also a Canoe Township bond, and 
several others of equally ridiculous 
names from the Prairie State. It is 
;o the credit of Illinois as a State 
hat her bonds, of the character men- 
:ioned, and which draw on an aver- 
age 0 per cent, per annum, now 
stand at par, BB a general average. 
Even the old Maconpin 
county 


bonds, repudiated and funded at 75 
percent, interest lost, now stand al 
100, and pay the interest regularly. 
As Illinois has no State indebtedness, 
there can be no better investment for 
her people's spare money than in 
these local 6 per cents, at par. Every 
cent will be paid by tho localities on 
which they rest. The old mania for 
enjoining the payment of interest on 
these securities—a common practice 
a few years since—has almost, if no' 
quite, died out.

then only by the combined efforts of 
all the warriors of the Cayuga and 
Onondaga nations. .The battle was 
terrible, but the warriors finally tri- 
umphed, and the mammoth musqui- 
toes wero elain and left unburied.

The carcasses decom- 


posed, and the particles, vivified by 
the sun, flew off in clouds of wus- 
quitoes, which have filled the coun- 
try ever since.— William F. Taylor, 
in The Manhattan for February.

Libelling Americans, 


The London correspondent of the 


Chicago Tribune speaka thua of the 
custom in England of libeling Amer- 
icans: 


Whenever an American is put into 


an English srory or an English play 
he or she is of the ill-bred class. If 
a man he is*' angular, lank and un- 
kempt; his hair and beard are very 
long and very outre and unfitting; 
perhaps he is made to attend to his 
teeth and his finger-nails in public, 
it may be in the drawing room. If 
a^oman, she is sallow, loud-talWng, 
slangy, coverei with finery, and has 
"struck ile," or her "governor" has, 
for she has "heaps o' money." I am 
always more than annoyed when 
in books or in plays I see such cari- 
catures of my fellow-countrymen. 
Still it is no use to deny the fact 
that thia is not only the English idea 
of the American, but it is almost the 
European estimate. 
And why is 


this? When I am in America I 
meet few of this folk. 
All my Amer- 


ican friends are ladies and gentle- 
men in every conventional way as 
well as in every real sense of these 
words. I have nowhere seen and 
mingled with more social refinement 
on the face of this earth—and I 
know somewhat of life in England 
and most of the continental coun- 
tries—than I have seen aud mingled 
with in Chicago aud Boston. Indeed 
there is a type of social life in Amer- 
ica which I hold as inestimably high- 
er than that of any other land. It is 
as quiet, as self-respecting, as well- 
bred us any, and, added to these, it 
is more genuine, more human, more 
loyal in friendship, less at the bid- 
ding of Mrs. Grundy, than any social 
life I know. 


We must admit, however, that 


there is always some basis in reality 
—in actual life—for tho scope and 
fancy of the charivari, and, although 
I am more than annoyed at these 
portraitures oE my fellow country- 
men I know where the caricaturist 
"catches the idea." It cannot be de- 
nied that American newspapers deal 
largely, and at times unwarrantably, 
ill personal affairs and social life as 
tho press of no other country does. 
This loads to exaggeration and per 
haps the making up of occasions, oc- 
currences, and "interviews" out 01 
whole cloth. 
After one has been in 


the habit of reading the London 
dailies, or even the leading provin 
cial papers of England, one is in 
stantly struck at the enormous en 
terprise and newsiness of American 
journals, but perhaps even more so 
with the unserious and in instances 
trivial way in which all affairs o 
state, society, and individuals art 
discussed and canvassed by the less 
important metropolitan papers and 
by almost all country newspapers 
Thus the less responsible journals 
of America—and those of least in- 
fluence at home—so portray and re- 
ally misrepresent American social 
life that when they find their way 
abroad these caricatures are accepted 
as trustworthy. 


Proposed New Currency Law. 
The following is tbe text of the 


bill (John Sherman's measure amend- 
ed) which the United States senate 
finance committee has agreed upon, 
and which will no doubt pass the 
senate, although its fate in the Dem- 
ocratic house is uncertain: 


Be it enacted, etc., That upon a 


deposit of tonds, as required by law, 
any national banking association 
making the same shall be entitled to 
receive from the comptroller of the 
currency circulating notes of differ- 
ent denominations, in blank, regis- 
tered and countersigned as provided 
by law, equal in amount to 90 per 
centum to the par value of bonds of 
the United States, bsaring interest 
at the rate of not less than three per 
cent and redeemable at the pleasure 
of the United States at the date of 
such deposit, and if the bonds de- 
posited are not so redeemable and
